Since the Maryland State Leg¬ 
islature, shortly after the war, 
passed the (Sherbrow?) Act, it 
has been illegal for municipalities 
in the state to levy personal prop¬ 
erty taxes. “Someone,” said Mc¬ 
Donald, “apparently considered util¬ 
ity holdings as personal property,” 
and therefore exempt from taxation. 
However, he added, other commun¬ 
ities—Hyattsville, for example—do 
tax utilities ’ and holders of bank 
stock. 

No Transit Franchise? 

Capital Transit Company “prop¬ 
erty” in Greenbelt has an assessed 
value (set by the county assessors) 
of $3000, but McDonald was unable 
to determine the nature of the 
“property.” He thought that a 
franchise might be so considered, 
but a search through the ordinance 
books showed that no franchise has 
apparently ever been granted the 

comfWiTvy^- - 

Council members speculated up¬ 
on possibilities that might arise if 
it is found that no franchise exists. 
The Greyhound and other'national 
bus lines were mentioned, as was 
town operation of a transportation 
system. 

Mayor Pro Tern Frank Lastner, 
acting in the absence of Mayor 
Thomas J. Canning, asked McDon¬ 
ald to make a detailed study to de¬ 
termine whether town taxes on lo¬ 
cal utility holdings would be legal, 
and whether Capital Transit has a 
Greenbelt franchise. 

Appoint Zoning Watch Dogs 

The town manager and David 
Granahan, council member for plan¬ 
ning and zoning, were authorized in, 
a motion by Lastner to represent 
Greenbelt when the county com¬ 
missioners again meet to determine 
county zoning provisions. The two 
men were to meet with Public 
Housing Administration officials to¬ 
day to reach agreement on contro¬ 
versial sections of the plan former¬ 
ly endorsed by the town council. 

Mir. McDonald, recountiing the! 
history of the . zoning plan to date, 
explained that PHA hired planning 
expert Hale Walker to form a zon-* 
ing plan for Greenbelt. The plan 
was approved by the present coun¬ 
cil last year, and sent to the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission for study and 
presentation to the county commis¬ 
sioners. 

Without consulting the local gov¬ 
ernment, PHA requested the plan¬ 
ning commission to delete provi¬ 
sions for minimum lot sizes and for 
a 300 foot right-of-way on South¬ 
way. Learning of the sneak play, 
council announced its intention of 
insisting upon the plan as original¬ 
ly endorsed by them, and McDon¬ 
ald was instructed to do so at the 
meeting with the county commis¬ 
sioners at the meeting on March 30. 
However, at that meeting the plan¬ 
ning commission presented the plan, 
in its entirety, without the suggest¬ 
ed PHA changes, and PHA repre- 


ing decisions were of momentous 
import, delayed final action, ap-/ 
pointing a committee of attorneys! 
to “iron out questions.” No ques¬ 
tions were raised, he said, concern¬ 
ing Greenbelt. 

County Tax Rate To Be Upped 

McDonald reported on the coun¬ 
ty budget hearings of March 31, at 
which the commissioners claimed 
that if adopted as proposed, the 
budget would cause a tax increase 
of 27c per $100 assessed value. The 
town manager gave his opinion that 
the increase would be much less. 
The rate at present is $1.97 per 
$100.v No provision was made, he 
said, for the county to take advan- ' 
tage of the state $20,000,000 fund 
for assistance to counties in bor¬ 
rowing for school construction pur¬ 
poses. (Ed. note: This loan assist¬ 
ance was passed by the State Leg¬ 
islature instead of the urgently re¬ 
quested quadrupled incentive fund.) 

Swimming Pool Rate Changes 

With one dissenting vote, the 
council passed an ordinance to 
eliminate strip tickets for adult 
swimmers at the local pool; to pro¬ 
vide that children’s strip tickets not 
be sold on weekends and holidays; 
and to charge a registration fee of 
one dollar for the children’s swim¬ 
ming instructions. 

Councilman Allen D. Morrison 
voted against the measure, saying 
that the instruction fee should be 
returned to all registrants who sat¬ 
isfactorily complete the course, 
Mr. McDonald explained that while 
the fee was partly to encourage stu¬ 
dents to enroll only if they intend 
to complete the course, a fee was 
also needed as an economy meas¬ 
ure, since during swimming les¬ 
sons no one but the instructor and 
students are allowed in the pool, 
and since the students pay no en¬ 
trance fee. Council member Eliza¬ 
beth Harrington underlined this 
point by saying that the experiment 
last year of closing the pool to gen¬ 
eral admittance, had proved o£ 
great advantage to the students, 
but had also contributed to the sea¬ 
son’s failure to break even on pool 
expenses. 

When Morrison suggested rais¬ 
ing the older children’s fees, or the 
adult rates, instead of charging for 
swimming lessons for the younger 
children, Mrs. Harrington pointed 
out that parents pay for the young¬ 
er children anyway, whereas the 
older children in many instance*^ 
pay their own way out of weekly 
allowances. 

Also eliminated in the ordinance 
were servicesmen’s special rates. 

Other Business 

Other business included the clas¬ 
sification of a towwn music teacher 
at a pay rate of from $2.50 to $5 
per hour, in line wiwth the rate es¬ 
tablished under the Prince Georges’ 
County Adult Education program.

Bill of Rights. 

It is our definite desire to acquire 
the town of Greenbelt on the basis 
of individual ownership for all pres¬ 
ent residents, non-veterans as well 
as veterans, who wish to purchase 
their home unit under this plan. It 
is our sincere conviction that ac¬ 
tual individual ownership is the best 
insurance of an active civic interest. 
Membership is not limited to vet¬ 
erans, but is open to any resident 
of Greenbelt. 

A waiting list of non resident vet¬ 
erans who have expressed their de¬ 
sire to purchase P.H.A. homes 
would be used in instances where 
present residents do not wish to 
participate.
